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Dear Members, 


Last issue I mentioned that a Task Force was being assembled to seek out 
alternative cites for future NORCAL conventions. Several cites were canvassed and 
looked at. The TRI-Valley Convention Bureau was very cooperative in showing us 
the Pacific Gas and Electric Learning center on Crow Canyon Road. The Task 
Force met with their staff and got a grand tour of the facility. A large room, 
carpeted floor, nice tables, and chairs plenty of electrical outlets ( we thought), nice 
dining facility and delicatessen, also offered dormitory style rooms with alli the 
amenities of a motel 6. Only draw back was that the facility was set back off Crow 
Canyon Road and could be overlooked when coming up the road. When the 
question was asked about dealer lamps, How many 100 watt lamps can we put at 
each outlet? The staff showing us the facility, went a obtained an engineer that said 
the room could not handle more than four lamps at each outlet but would call back 
later with a more accurate assessment of the situation. A week passed and then the 
call, they could not accommodate us, Remember this was the PG & E center. 

Other cites considered were the San Ramon Marriott, Pleasanton Hilton, and 
Pleasanton Sheraton. The Task Force is finding out that hotels might be convenient, 
but ultimatley are not feasible. You have to guarantee a block of rooms and a high 
price, and dealers would rather sleep in their cars or get motel 6 than pay high 
prices for sleeping quarters, plus the hotel wants food service, ( banquets, lunches 
and breakfasts, and if you cannot guarantee them this, then they have no use for 
you. So the search continues and at press time the Emeryville holiday Inn was being 
checked out, A smaller venue as far as total number of tables, but coin shows have 
been held at this cite in the past and was recommended by other dealers. 

I also want to remind you that I am now accepting nominations for the Miller

Bill would enjoy my visits and our talk, and we 
would talk for hours, and call it fun. Even my last visit with him, at Vallejo’s Kaiser Hospital, just minutes before his 
passing, we had fun still talking about coins. 


Bill is long gone, and other mentors and friends have too come and gone also: Ozzie Stout, Lucky Wiliams, 
Carl Terhune, Ron Miller, Helen L. Carmody-Lebo, and so on; but, the fun has never gone. Maybe it is personal. Maybe 
it is not even correct; however, fun, and its sisters fellowship and fraternity, erase the day’s agonies, cleanse the mind, 
and make the hardest lips open with a smile.

however, in the selection of recipients, those current Association members nominated may have preference 
over nonmembers or past members”. 

3, “No posthumous nominations shall be submitted nor considered”, and 

4. “The criteria shall be: superior, sustained, and significant support and service to numismatics and 
its coin hobby and/or devotion and dedication, consistent and meritorious, to numismatic organizations”. 
---Article III, Eligibility and Criteria, ‘Miller Medal’ Charter 


Fifth, following practice to date, all previous honorees have had a proven roster of service beyond just a few 
local coin clubs. This is not to state that a nominee needs to have involvement in our Association or California 
State Numismatic Association (CSNA). It is to state that reading the names, to date, does confirm the 
preference to those actively committed to several numismatic groups and actively have or are serving several 
positions or offices in several numismatic groups, and

Old San Francisco Mint 


The Old San Francisco Mint was established by President Millard Fillmore in 1852 as a West 
Coast outpost to turn gold from California's fields into coins. It was designed by Alfred B 
Mullett in the Classical Greek Revival style. This massive masonry building was completed tn 
1874 and was once considered the finest mint in the world. Six huge Doric columns lend an 
imposing air to the entrance of the 75,000-square-foot building on Fifth Street in San Francisco. 


Its history includes being one of the few buildings to survive the great San Francisco earthquake 
and fires of 1906. The Old Mint was replaced by a more modern facility in 1937, then converted 
to a museum. It sustained some minor damage in the 1989 Loma Prieta earthquake and was 
permanently closed in 1994. It is a National Historic Landmark
